Document A6 relates to a telephone set that includes a telephone number reader 
that can optically read a telephone number, a name and an address which are printed, 
and which can automatically transmit a telephone number. 

Document A7 relates to a system including a telephone receiver that receives an 
image signal and that stores the image signal, and a number recognition circuit that 
recognizes a telephone number from the stored image information and that sends the 
telephone number to a telephone set. 

Document A8 relates to a communication terminal equipment with an optical 
character recognition (OCR) reader that can read special bar codes. An English 
translation of each of the foreign-language documents is not readily available.
